In  a  year  marked  by  a  roller-coaster  of  events  and  emotions,  the  Tigers  had  an  incredible  season,  broke  countless 
records,  and  ultimately  surpassed  all  outside  expectation  by  capturing  the  school's  fifth  ODAC  Championship  and 
first  title  since  1987.  Following  a  challenging  2006  season  which  saw  Hampden-Sydney  post  a  4-6  overall  record, 
few  people  outside  the  Tiger  program  believed  that  Hampden-Sydney  would  resurface  into  the  top  of  the  ODAC. 
The  Tigers  were  still  struggling  to  replace  the  program's  most  prolific  passer  in  J.D.  Ricca,  and  the  Hampden-Sydney 
defense  needed  to  adjust  to  a  new  staff.  Piling  on  the  challenges  for  2007  was  the  fifth-place  ODAC  finish  forecasted 
in  the  ODAC  preseason  poll  and  the  fact  that  Coach  Favret's  powerful  offensive  scheme  was  forced  to  rely  on  young 
talent  up  front  to  light  up  the  Fulton  Field  scoreboard. 

Hampden-Sydney  overcame  many  obstacles  en  route  to  their  fifth  ODAC  Football  Championship,  and  broke  count- 
less records  just  as  gracefully  as  they  shattered  expectations.  The  Tigers  placed  ten  players  on  the  All-ODAC  team, 
including  Drew  Smith,  who  garnered  ODAC  Offensive  Player  of  the  Year  accolades.  Simpson,  Baumgartner,  and 
offensive  lineman  Eric  Mendel  joined  Smith  on  the  ODAC  first  team.  Coach  Favret  was  named  ODAC  Coach  of  the 
Year,  his  second  such  award.  The  honors  were  endless  for  Smith,  as  he  was  named  a  first  team  AFCA  AU-American, 
named  to  the  D3football.com  South  Region  first  team,  was  crowned  the  Division  II/III/NAIA  Dudley  Award  winner 
and  was  a  regional  finalist  for  the  Gigliardi  Trophy,  given  to  the  most  outstanding  Division  III  football  player.

Digging  out  from  a  sluggish  1-4  start  to  their  season,  the  young 
2007  Hampden-Sydney  soccer  team  regrouped  and  responded  to 
piece  together  a  fantastic  2007  campaign.  The  Tigers  went  10-2-3 
to  close  the  season,  compiling  11  wins,  a  6-1-2  ODAC  record,  se- 
curing the  No.  2  seed  in  the  ODAC  Tournament  (where  the  squad 
eventually  fell  in  a  2-1  heartbreaker  to  third-seeded  Washington 
and  Lee  in  the  semifinals  courtesy  of  a  penalty  kick)  and  finish- 
ing the  season  ranked  No.  7  in  the  South  Region  by  the  NSCAA. 

Hampden-Sydney  proved  that  it  is  on  the  right  track  and 
built  up  plenty  of  momentum  for  2008.  The  1 1  victories  were 
the  most  ever  for  head  coach  Josh  Laux  in  his  four  seasons  at 
the  helm,  and  the  most  for  Hampden-Sydney  since  2002,  as  the 
Tigers  reached  the  semifinals  of  the  ODAC  Tournament  for  the 
first  time  since  2001.  The  team  closed  out  the  regular  season  with 
four  wins  and  a  tie,  including  strong  victories  over  2006  ODAC 
Champion  Lynchburg  (2-0)  and  eventual  2007  ODAC  Champion 
Roanoke  (4-1). 

The  Tigers  placed  six  players  on  the  ODAC  all-confer- 
ence teams.  Junior  midfielder  Jason  Butler  was  the  only  Tiger 
selected  on  the  first  team,  but  was  joined  on  the  second  team  by 
junior  forward  Jason  Powell,  sophomore  forward  Will  Robertson, 
and  freshman  defender  Sam  Turner.

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The  2007-2008  Tigers  had  the  tough  task  of  trying  to  defend  their  ODAC  Championship  Title  from  the  year  before. 
With  the  loss  of  guards  Matt  Green  and  Mike  Edwards,  the  job  would  not  be  an  easy  one.  Hampden-Sydney  did  have 
the  benefit  of  having  All-ODAC  post  player  Troy  Kaase  back  for  the  season  after  a  season-ending  knee  injury  sidelined 
him  for  most  of  his  junior  campaign.  Joining  Kaase  at  the  helm  would  be  fellow  senior  captains  Drew  Prehmus  and 
Tyler  Murray. 

Hampden-Sydney  started  the  season  against  a  very  tough  Averett  University.  Though  the  Tigers  took  a  tough 
99-83  loss  to  open  the  season,  they  would  respond  incredibly  well  reeling  off  seven  straight  victories,  including  a  home 
win  over  that  same  Averett  team,  and  two  wins  to  capture  the  Weenie  Miller  Holiday  Hoops  Tournament  with  wins  over 
Suny-Old  Westbury  and  Greensboro  College.  Sophomore  Turner  King  showed  his  young  talent  and  ability  to  take  over 
a  game  as  he  put  the  Tigers  on  his  back  with  36  points  in  the  win  over  Greensboro.  With  a  solid  7-1  mark,  Hampden- 
Sydney  would  stumble  over  the  next  two  games,  losing  both  road  games  to  Guilford  and  Bridgewater. 

Hampden-Sydney  again  rose  to  the  challenge,  returning  home  to  beat  Eastern  Mennonite  University  to  improve 
the  Tigers  to  9-3  on  the  year.  Unfortunately  for  the  Tigers,  senior  forward  Tyler  Murray  suffered  a  season  ending  leg 
injury  against  EMU.  Murray,  averaging  just  shy  of  10  points  and  six  rebounds  a  game,  was  a  key  part  of  the  young  Tiger 
team.  Hampden-Sydney  went  into  a  tailspin  without 
one  of  their  veteran  leaders  losing  the  next  seven  of 
ten  games. 

With  an  11-10  record  and  the  regular  season 
nearing  an  end,  Hampden-Sydney  knew  it  would 
have  to  take  control  of  the  next  four  games  and 
build  momentum  going  into  the  conference  tourna- 
ment. The  Tigers  would  breeze  through  the  next 
three  games  with  wins  over  Roanoke,  Washington 
&  Lee,  and  Lynchburg. 

The  Tigers  faced  a  solid  Randolph-Macon 
team  who  had  already  beaten  them  at  home  72-59 
earlier  in  the  year.  Though  they  would  come  close, 
the  Yellow  Jackets  again  prevailed,  winning  on  their 
home  floor  72-66  on  their  senior  night. 

Hampden-Sydney  ended  the  regular  sea- 
son with  a  14- II  mark  and  was  matched  up  for  a 
first  round  game  with  conference  match  up  with 
rival  Randolph-Macon.  Just  coming  off  of  a  win, 
all  of  the  pressure  was  on  the  Jackets.  R-MC  took 
the  early  lead  and  kept  it  for  just  over  39  minutes. 
With  the  last  possession  in  hand.  King  rose  up  to 
shoot  with  the  seconds  ticking  down.  King's  jumper 
was  off,  but  Kaase  was  right  there  to  get  the  tip-in 
giving  the  Tiger's  the  69-67  victory  and  a  chance 
to  play  one  more  night.  Hampden-Sydney  fell  just 
short  to  Virginia  Wesleyan  68-55  in  the  Semifinals 
giving  the  Tigers  a  final  15-12  mark. 

The  Tigers  were  led  in  scoring  by  King's 
19.3  points-per-game.  He  was  followed  by  Kaase's 
15.8  and  Prehmus"  12.5.  King  would  also  gamer 
first  team  All-ODAC  honors.  Kaase  and  Prehmus 
also  earned  second  team  and  honorable  mention 
ODAC  honors,  respectively.  Prehmus  was  also

The  Tigers  got  off  to  a  bit  of  a  slow  start  losing  the  first 
seven  of  eight  games  before  a  win  over  Villa  Julie  helped  kick  start  the  Tiger  offense.  Over  the  next  four  games, 
Hampden-Sydney  managed  to  score  seven  runs  in  each  game  en  route  to  winning  the  Floyd  B.  Wilcox  tournament. 
Just  as  the  Tigers  began  to  find  their  identity,  a  11-0  loss  to  conference  foe  Virginia  Wesleyan  would  put  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  an  1 1  game  slump  where  Hampden-Sydney  only  won  two  games  over  North  Carolina  Wesleyan  and 
Bridgewater. 

Standing  at  8-16  mid-way  through  the  season,  Hampden-Sydney  looked  to  its  senior  leadership  to  get  them 
back  on  track.  In  a  doubleheader  against  Guilford  College,  senior  pitcher  Daniel  Hadra  did  just  that.  His  complete 
game  shutout  not  only  gave  the  Tigers  a  2-0  victory,  but  also  a  boost  of  confidence.  With  the  sweep  of  Guilford, 
Hampden-Sydney  had  a  solid  stretch  winning  six  of  the  next  12  games  before  facing  Roanoke  in  a  double  header 
to  end  the  regular  season.  Hampden-Sydney  needed  to  win  just  one  of  the  games  to  advance  to  the  ODAC  Tourna- 
ment, and  after  falling  in  the  first  game  4-3,  the  pressure  was  on. 

Hampden-Sydney  stepped  up  to  get  the  10-3  win  and  advance  to  the  ODAC  Tournament  for  the  fifth 
straight  year.  Though  the  Tigers  fought,  they  fell  in  the  first  two  games,  first  overall  #1  seeded  Lynchburg  and  then 
to  Virginia  Wesleyan. 

The  Tigers  were  led  greatly  by  their  seniors.  The  two  Tiger  seniors  who  earned  accolades  were  second  team 
All-ODAC  third  baseman  Daniel  Prieto  and  honorable  mention  All-ODAC  pitcher  Daniel  Hadra.  Also  leading 
were  all-time  Hampden-Sydney  hits  leader  Todd  Harrell,  and  the  number  four  Tiger  home  run  hitter  David  Toney.

The  2007-2008  golf  team  enjoyed  another  solid  year. 
They  were  led  by  two  seniors,  Bob  Boykin  and  Nick 
Combs.  In  the  fall,  Hampden-Sydney  competed  in  five 
events  before  taking  their  winter  break.  The  Tigers  actu- 
ally started  the  season  at  home  hosting  the  Poplar  Hill 
Invitational.  In  the  14  team  event,  Hampden-Sydney 
finished  respectably  in  sixth  place  overall  and  saw  an 
individual  fourth  place  finish  from  Boykin.  The  Tigers 
then  competed  in  the  Ted  Keller  Invitational  in  which 
they  had  a  stellar  performance  finishing  first  overall  with 
Richard  Adams  and  Nick  Combs  individually  tying  for 
fourth  place.  The  golfers  would  see  more  success  in  the 
fall  finishing  fourth  in  the  Tom  O'Bryant  Invitational  and 
second  in  the  Virginia  State  Intercollegiate. 

The  Tigers  did  not  see  the  same  immediate  suc- 
cess when  they  came  back  for  the  spring  season,  but 
eventually  shook  the  rust  off  during  their  four  spring 
events.  By  late  April,  Hampden-Sydney  was  playing  solid 
golf  and  was  ready  for  the  ODAC  Championship.  Out  of 
the  nine  ODAC  teams,  the  Tigers  finished  third  overall 
and  were  paced  by  Richard  Adams,  who  boasted  a  ninth 
place  finish. 

All  season  long  the  Tigers  were  led  by  their  senior  vet- 
erans. Two  seniors,  Boykin  and  Combs  earned  first  team 
All-ODAC  accolades  after  impressive  seasons.  Combs 
led  the  team  with  a  75.9  stroke  average  while  Boykin 
came  in  right  behind  him  with  a  76.0  stroke  average. 
Senior  Rob  Shrader  also  earned  honorable  mention  All- 
ODAC  honors.  Shrader  finished  the  season  with  a  78.4 
stroke  average  and  shot  a  season  low  69  in  the  Camp 
LeJune  Intercollegiate.

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The  Tigers  had  a  roller  coaster  year  in  2008  experiencing  the  program's  first  losing  season  since  1993  and  only  its 
second  since  1983.  The  Tigers  showed  grit  in  only  a  one-goal  loss  to  the  eventual  ODAC  Champions  and  had  an  excit- 
ing overtime  victory  over  the  2006  and  2007  Champions,  yet  performed  inconsistently  in  many  games  throughout  the 
season.  Offensively  it  proved  to  be  a  rebuilding  year  as  2007  graduated  Ail-American  midfielders  Ryan  Harrington  and 
Thomas  Jennings.  The  Tiger  offense  was  very  young  with  only  one  senior  veteran  in  co-captain  Joe  Daugh-ierty  (Char- 
lottesville, VA/St.  Anne's-Belfield).  The  young  offense  would  look  heavily  to  the  veteran  defense,  under  the  leadership 
of  seniors  Colin  Dunn  (Chevy  Chase,  MD/Trinity  Pawling),  Alex  Pritzlaff  (Castle  Rock,  CO/Kent  Denver),  Ian  York 
(Charlottesville,  VA/St.  Anne's-Belfield),  Will  Ashwell  (Warrenton,  VA/Notre  Dame  Academy)  to  guide  them.  Senior 
goalie  Phil  Hage  (Norfolk,  VA/Norfolk  Academy)  was  a  first-year  starter  between  the  pipes. 

Hampden-Sydney  put  seven  players  on  the  AU-ODAC  squad.  Senior  defensemen  Colin  Dunn  and  Alex  Pritzlaff 
received  first  team  honors.  Dunn,  a  four-time  first  team  All-ODAC  selection,  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best  long-pole  de- 
fensemen on  the  national  level.  In  2008,  Dunn  scooped  up  66  ground  balls,  scored  six  goals,  and  tallie  four  assists.  Alex 
Pritzlaff,  another  two-time  AU-American,  had  a  tremendous  year  shadowing  the  opponents'  top  attack-iman  in  nearly 
every  game.  Pritzlaff  won  46  groundballs  while  keeping  all  opponents  to  a  total  of  eight  goals  for  the  entire  season. 
Senior  defenseman  Ian  York  earned  second  team  honors.  York,  a  staple  in  the  Tiger  defense  had  great  size  and  speed 
to  lock  down  his  man.  An  incredibly  dependable  defenseman,  York  managed  to  grab  35  groundballs  while  adding  two 
assists. 

Seniors  Kyle  Frazier  (Forest,  VAA'irginia  Episcopal)  and  Will  Ashwell  along  with  junior  Doug  Carpenter 
and  sophomore  Kyle  Jett  earned  honorable  mention  accolades.  A  defensive  midfielder.  Frazier  managed  to  scoop  42 
groundballs  while  adding  two  goals  and  an  assist.  Ashwell,  rounding  out  the  talented  defense,  picked  up  19  groundballs 
as  well  as  a  goal.  Carpenter  was  the  Tigers"  go-to-guy  on  offense  tallying  a  team  high  24  goals  as  well  as  eight  assists. 
The  young  Kyle  Jett  was  not  far  behind  as  he  racked  up  23  goals  and  four  assists. 

The  standout  seniors  Dunn  and  Pritzlaff  also  garnered  first  team  All-State  honors.  They  then  earned  third  team  All- 
American  honors.  The  two  also  competed  in  the  North-South  USILA  Senior  AU-Star  game  at  Harvard  University. 
Along  with  Dunn  and  Pritzlaff,  the  2008  Tigers  graduated  1 1  seniors  who  amassed  a  total  of  34  wins,  15  conference 
wins,  an  ODAC  regular  season  first  place  finish  in  2007,  an  appearance  in  the  ODAC  Championship,  national  rankings 
as  high  as  9th,  ten  All-ODAC  selections,  and  four  Ail-American  selections.
